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How Dick Paddock. EI Dorado Johnoy 
and Farmer Peel Exchanged Cour- 
tes tes in the Oldeu Time.

Dick Paddock (who was killed in 
the Delta saloon abeut three years 
ago) was the first to test the mettle— 
or taste the metal—of Farmer Peel. 
They fell to wrangling in a saloon on 
3 street one morning in the fall of 
1863. The colloquy was short and 
sweet: 

Do you want to take it up!” said 
Paddock, referring to some harsh re- 
marks he had just been making against 
the whole gambling rraternity. 

“T haven't any objection to taking 
it up,” replied Peel. 

“Very well—what's your game!” 

“Your game is mine,” tersely re- 
sponded the Farmer. 

Come right outside,’ said Pad- 
dock. 

The oral debate closed with this, 
and out they both walked. Peel took 
the middle of the street, while Pad- 
dock stood on the sidewalk. Both 
drew their pistols almost at the same 
instant, but Paddock fired first. His 
hand was unsteady from drinking, and 
his shot struck the ground twenty 
feet in front of Peel, who took delib- 
erate aim and wounded Paddock in 
the right hand, the ballet tearing 
loug the knuckles and disabling the 
pistol hand. Paddock took the pistol 
in his left hand and steadyiog himself 
beside an awning post fired again and 
missed. Peel's second shot passed 
through Paddock’s breast, and he fell. 
Peel pointed his pistol upward, un- 
cocked it, put it back in his belt, and 
walked back into the saloon and took 
adrink. Faddock was carried off by 
some friends, in a seémingly dying 
condition, but in a few weeks he was 
out again, as good as new. 

DRESSING FOR THE GRAVE. 
Among the tough customers of the 
Comstock in those days was a little 
chap called “El Dorado Johnoy,” and 
he for some cause unkuown to the 
writer conceived a mortal antipathy 
to Peel. One afternoon he went into 
a barder’s shop on O street, dressed in 
ball-room style from top to toe. The 
barber asked him if he was going out 
courting, and Johony said no—he was 
going to fight a man, and as the other 
chap was a mighty good shot he ex- 
pected to be killed, and he wanted to 
make a neat looking corpse. His 
premonition was a true one. He 
found Farmer Peel in a saloon on the 
east side of B street, nearly opposite 
the scene of the Paddock duel, and 
called on him to draw. Johnny him- 
self drew and fired first. Peel re- 
sponded in kind, and El Dorado 
Johnoy fell dead, the bullet having

The Great Northera Highway--Prog- 
ress of the Nevada and Oregon Kail- 
way and ite Branches. 


The first five miles on the Nevada 
and Oregon Railway, which is to un- 
fold the great timber, agrioultural and 
mining regions of the North is now 
finished. There is still a small amount 
of track-laying which must wait for 
the completion of some delayed trestle 
work, Grading for the next five miles 
is now going forward rapidly with a 
large force of mon. Mr. Moran, the 
representative of Eastern capital, who 
lately visited Reno and the Northern 
region, has returned to New York 
with entire confidence in the resources 
which the new road will utilize and 
develop. The GazettE has reason to 
believe that there will be no lack of 
money with which to complete this 
great highway, and that work will 
now be pushed vigorously i@every di- 
rection which concerns this great en- 
terprise, Iron for the first thirty 
miles will now be engaged, and a lo- 
comotive and construction train will 
be put on the track at an early day, 
At the Junction a branch will start 
for Plumas county and Big Meadows, 
while the main line will take the most 
feazible route for the ‘Dalles, Oregon: 
A corps of engineers will be organized 
and placed on the Plumas Branch 
route within one week, and work will 
be pushed on that portion of the road 
without any delay. The route has al- 
ready been permanently located and 
readjusted for a distance of twenty-five 
miles, and the company has made a 
considerable saving by means of the 
final survey. Pay day has arrived, and 
the laborers on the first five miles are 
now receiving their money. 

There can be no doubt of the re- 
sources which this great Northern 
road will make avilable in the markets 
of the world, and it seems now, assured 
that there is nothing in the way of an 
early completion for the Oregon and 
Nevada Railway and its branches.

A SECOND ROVER. 


A Murderer Unmoved at the Sight of 
His Victim's Remains. 


The Silver State thinks that Henry 
McDonald, who has lately been tried at 
Silver City for the murder of George 
Meyers, is, in many respects, like Ro- 
ver who murdered Sharp at the Rab- 
bit Hole sulphur mines in Humboldt 
county eome years ago. In both cases 
the murderers were alone with their 
victims, and so far as is Kiown slew 
them without provogation, and buried 
mutilated remains, At the trial of 
Rover in Winnemucca, Sharp's chop- 
ped-up and blood-stained clothing was 
dumped on the floor of the Court- 
room, near defendant’s feet, but he ex- 
hibited no emotion except to dend for- 
ward, as if he intended to handle it. 
At the trial of MeDonald, one of the 
witnesses informs the Idaho Democrat 
that when the boxes containing the 
bones, hair and clothing of murdered 
Myers were taken into the Court- 
room and emptied on a table, McDon- 
ald never changed color nor moved a 
muscle, but the veins of his neck 
swelled and stood out like small ropes, 
showing that however Well he succeed- 
ed in preserving a calm and unmoved 
exterior, a fearful storm aurged and 
raged. within. McDonald's victim 
was & prosperous teamster. He had 
three wagons, ten mules, two horses 
and $300 in coin. The two men met 
on the road, when McDonald murder- 
ed Myers, carried the body into the 
woods and buried it. After this he took 
the dead man’s property and went to 
teaming, claiming title from Myers.
